Washington, D. C., June 20.—[Special.]— 
The extension of the principle of govern- 
mental mediation te industrial disputes 
where the genera] public interest is involved 
has been proposed as a forward step in ar- 
ranging differences between labor and cap- 
ital. 

This proposition is receiving consideration 

in administration circles, and will be strongly 
advocated in congress during the next ses- 
will not contemplate federal inter- 
in every dispute between employer 
and employés. Such action would invade 
the rights of the states. Nor is it intended to 
exercise the principle in controversies affect- 
ing all corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce. The effect probably would be to 
east discredit upon government intervention 
and weaken ‘instead. of strengthen the federal 
arm. What will be sought is legalization of 
government assistance in composing disputes 
where the general public is seriously incom- 
moded. Examples in point are coal strikes, 
telegraph strikes, etc. 


Big Lift in Erdmann Act. 4 

Consideration of this idea has grown out of 
the success which has followed the opera- 
tion of the so-called Erdmann act. This law 
was placed upon the statute books a little 
more than ten years ago. It provides that 
when a controversy arises which actually in- 
terrupts or threatens to interrupt the move- 
ment of interstate commerce, either party to 
the controversy may apply to the chairman 
of the interstate commerce commission and 
the commissioner of labor, whose duty. it 
shall thereupon be to put themselves in com- 
munication with the parties and endeavor by 
médiation and conciliation to arrange a set- 
tlement. 

They cannot compel] an agreement. They 
are merely clothed with that influence which 
comes from their official positions and their 
personalities. The influence of office is al- 
ways a personal force; that of personality, 
naturally,'is dependent upon the tact, ability, 
character, and reputation for fairness of the 
men holding the president's commission. 

It has been fortunate that such men as 
Martin E. Knapp and Charles P. Neill have 
filled these places, for to them has been due 
the successful inauguration ofthelaw. They 
took no action until two and a half years ago. 
Prior to that time federal intervention was 
not sought, partly because of the national 
prosperity enjoyed from the date when the 
law was entered upon the statute books until 

1906, a period when there was a genera! ad- 

vance in wages in all classes of employment, 
and partly because there was not then, as 
there is now, strong public opinion interested 
in the peaceful settlement of disputes. 


Georgia Strike an Exception. 

During its two and a half years of actual 
operation the law has been the recourse of 
railroads or their employés, or both in more 
than fifteen instances. In every case but 
one there has been complete and satisfactory 
settlement, the single exception bing the 
Georgia railway strike. In connection with

troversy It was obviously impossible for 
the mediators. as Neill and Knapp are 
kriown, to have rendered a decision upon the 
negro employment question in the state of 
Public feeling existing in the south..

and impaired’ their usefulness in future dis-* 


putes. As it is, they have a reputation for 
inteHigence and fairness throughout the 
country Which is responsibleefor an imme- 
diate appeal to them whenever a situation 
G@rises justifying it. 


Help in Future Controversies. 

Besides settling disputes in which they 
have intervened, the work of Chairman 
Knapp and Commissioner Neill has been 
Productive of information which has enabled 
conclusions of undoubted value in connectiun 
with the arrangement of future controv ersier 
not only between railroads and their men 
but between big public utilities corporations 
and their employés. When courts have been 
invoked, usually the controversy has been 
composed and the rjghts of parties remain 
to be determined. Labor disputes of the 
present time. however, relate not only to the 
present but to the future. 

During the last campaign Mr, Taft sug- 
gested as a principle for use in industrial 
disputes that contained in an old statute 
of the United States and rules in equity 
adopted by the Supreme court, which did 
not permit the issuing of an injunction with- 
out notice. 

Under this recommendation Mr. Taft de- 
clared that a statute might be framed de- 
fining with considerable particularity and 
emphasizing exceptional cases in which re- 
straining orders might issue without notice 
and which should also provide that when they 
were issued they should cease to be operative 
beyond a short period, during which time 
notice should be served and a hearing had 
unless the defendant desired <2 Se openaainae 
of the hearing. 


President’s Views Not 7 Ean 
“By this provision,” he asserted, ‘ injus- 
tice which sometimes has occurred by which 
a preliminary restraining order of the widest 
application has been issued without notice 
and the hearing of & motion for an injunction 
has been fixed weeks and months after its 
date, could not occur.” 

The president's views have not changed.

Baggageman Believes-Chinese 
Who Passed Through City 
Friday May Have Slain 
New York Girl. 


FATHER CLAIMS BODY. 


ing Identification; Mission 
Where Victim Worked 
Is Closed. 


The arrest of William Leon, the Christian- 
ized Chinese, sought for the murder of the gir! 
whose body was found in a trunk in his 
room in New York last Friday night and 
which was that of Elsie Sigel, granddaughter 
of Gen. Franz Sigel, may occur within a few 
hours through a clew given to the Chicago 
police by an employé of the Parmalee com- 
pany. 

J. Conley, 6400 Yale avenue, the man who 
gave the information to the police, stated 
that last Friday, the day the body was found, 
two Chinese, one of them answering the de- 
scription of Leon, passed through Chicago 
with tickets to Vancouver, and acted strange- 
ly in refusing to have their baggage checked. 

The steamships Ceylon Maru and Empress 
of India are due to sail from Puget sound to- 
morrqgw and Wednesday respectively, and 
telegrams from the New York police to the 
authorities in Victoria and Vancouver wil] 
result in scrutiny of all Chinese arriving 
from the east to take passage. Theclew fur- 
nished by Conley increased in strength when 
be told Lieut. John Sullivan of the detective 
bureau that he believed the Chinese boarded 
the train at Washington. Telegrams from 
the east stated that Leon, whose Chinese 
name is Leung Lim, was in Washington a 
few days before the murder was revealed. 


Chinese Leave Soon After Arrival. 

The two Chinese suspected of being the 
murderer and a companion arrived at the 
Grand Central station over the Baltimore 
and Ohio road at 9:45 in the morning and de- 
parted almost immediately over the Wiscon- 
sin Central railroad for St. Paul. Their bag- 
gage consisted of twotrunks. Their tickets 
were over the Canadian Pacific railroad for 
Vancouver. The larger and better dressed 
of the two Chinese was traveling first class, 
and, although the pair appeared to be on inti- 
mate terms, the other had a second class 
ticket. The man with the second class ticket 
is supposed to be Chun Sin, Leon’s roommate, 
who may know something about the murder. 

When Conley read yesterday morning's pa- 
pers he was intérested in the story of the 
girl’s murder and at once thought of the two 
Chinese who had refusec’ to have their bag- 
gage checked. He told Lieut. Walsh of the 
Englewood station about itand Lieut. Walsh 
immediately put Lieut. Sullivan in communi- 
cation with the ‘baggageman. Lieut. Sul- 
livan sent a telegram to Inepector McCaf- 
ferty in New York and detailed Stark and 
Johnson of his office to gather further in- 
formation upon the case. He said he believed 
that the New York police would be able to se- 
cure the arrest of the men by the time they 
reach the Canadian Pacific coast. 

A Chinese answering the description of the 
alleged murderer was seen leaving the Park 
Row railroad station during the evening by 
a hotel runner, who followed him to State 
street and Harmon place, where the Chinese 
leaped on a moving street car. 


Sigel Girl and Parents Blamed. 

Mission. workers here say that Miss Sigel 
and her parents were much to blame because 
she went among the Chinese unaccompanied. 
At the Chinese Christian union, 265 South 
Clark street, during the evening, the usual 
number of Chinese boys and men appeared 
for their lessons and the teachers, among 
them sixteen women, were al! there. 

‘We have no fear of anything of this sort 
happening in Chicago,’’ B. W. Firman, pres- 
ident of the union said, in speaking of the 
murder, “ and there is no necessity of it hap- 
pening inany city. Women, especially young 
women, have no business going to the homes 
of the Chinese unattended. We never think 
of allowing one of our women teachers to do 
this.”’ 

At the Central Baptist mission, 297 South 
Clark street, the Rev. Robert E. Chambers, 
a missionary wh has lived in China fora 
number of years, addressed a Chinese audi- 
ence during the evening. After the service 
he said concerning Miss Sigel’s murder: 

‘*It was altogether unnecessary. I cannot 
understand why she was ever allowed to go 
unescorted to the home of that Chinese."’ 


BODY POSITIVELY IDENTIFIED. 

New York, June 20.—Leon Ling, with his 
string of English-Chinese aliases and his 
American clothes, may never be found, but 
the mutilated body of the New York gir] left 
behind in a trunk in his room here will not be 
buried in potter’s field. Paul Sigel, the 
father, claimed and positively identified the 
body at the morgue tonight, admitting for 
the first time that the victim was his daugh- 
ter Elsie. 

The girl’s mother, now in asanitarium, had 
previously identified the jewelry, another 
woman had identified the underclothing, and 
relatives had said that the murdered girl was 
Elsie Sigel, granddaughter of Gen. Franz 
Sigel. ~ ' 

Until this evening, however, the father had 
maintained an attitude of silence. But after 
a conference at police headquarters this 
afternoon, he visited the morgue, accom- 
panied by Franz Sigel, a brother, and Regi- 
nald, a son, and by Mabel Sigel, a cousin of 
the victim. It was almost dark when the 
little party reached the silent house of the 
city’s unclaimed dead. 


Pin a Help in Identification. 

There were no tears, but their faces were 
strained and pale as they entered the gloomy 
morgue First the clothing on the body was 
examined by Mabel Sigel. 

“ Bisie,”’ said the girl, as she examined

A detective ran his fingers through the 
clothing and in a moment held up a white 
headed pin. Mabel Sigel nodded. “ Elsie 
wore that,’’ she said. After a moment she 
was sure that the clothing was that worn by 
her cousin. 

The party passed into the dead room, where 
the body lay in a long coffiniike drawer. 
Amid silence the compartment was frawn 
out. The face was first uncovered and the 
teeth examined. The father was silent, but 
Mabel Sigel was quick to note the teeth. 
“Those are Elsie’s teeth," she said," and her 
hands, too.’’ Paul Sigel nodded his head

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PEARY AT ARCTIC GOAL NOW? 


Friends of Explorer Think He 
Has Reached North Pole. 


—————— 


HOPEFUL IN LAST MESSAGE. 


Definite Report Not, Expected Until 
August or September. 


Washington, D. C., June 20.—Friends in 
this city of Commander Robert Edwin Peary, 
U. S. N., the explorer, who left last July for 
the frozen north, say they believe Peary by 
this time has reached the goal of his ambition 
and has planted the stars and stripes at the 
north pole. 

No news has been received from Peary 
since he left Etah, North Greenland, Aug. 
17, 1908, in the stanch ship Roosevelt, for a 
dash as far into the icebound seas as that 
specially built vessel would carry him before 
being frozen in by the winter’s cold. If he 
has been successful in attaining this much 
sought goal the news of his discovery wil! not 
reach a point of telegraphic communication 
until August or September next. 


Last Message Hopeful. 

When Perry left Etah last August he said 
in his last message that the members of 
his party were al! well and that he had pro- 
cured a good supply of dogs. He hoped to 
winter the Roosevelt off the north coast of 
Ellesmereland, in about latitude 82 degrees, 
10 minutes—420 miles from the pole. From 
this point the sled journey was to have be- 
gun early last February with an expedition 
of twenty-five sleds, each drawn by six dogs 
with an Esquimeux driver. 

It is possible that the Roosevelt, which left 
Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 7 last, after having 
been inspected and bidden Godspeed by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, may have penetrated far- 
ther into the north than was expected and 
that Peary was able to establish his winter 
quarters nearer the pole than he was able in 
previous expeditions, 


Picked Crew; Strong Craft. 

The Roosevelt is manned by a picked crew 
made up of men accustomed to arctic navl- 
gation. It was designed especially for this 
work in the severe conditions of the arctic 
seas, and Is considered the strongest wooden 
vessel ever built. 

On his last expedition Commander Peary 
got within 174 miles of the north pole, making 
the farthest north record yet attained—lati- 
tude 87 degrees 6 minutes. 


To Search for Explorers’ Bodies. 

COPENHAGEN, June 20.—The govern- 
ment expedition under Capt. Eimar Mikkel- 
sen, the arctic explorer, sailed today aboard 
the Danish steamer Alabama for Greenland 
to search for the bodies of the Erichsen 
party. 

Erichsen, the leader Boe the Denmark- 
Greenland expedition, and Lieuts. Hagen and 
Broenlund perished in November, 1907, in 
trying to return from the north ¢coast of 
Greenland by way of the inland Ice, having 
been obliged to remain on the north coast 
during the summer of that year owing tothe 
state of the weather. Lieut. Trolle, master 
of the ship Denmark, which returned from 
Greenland in August of last year, said Broen- 
lund’s body was found in a crevice near a 
depot and was buried there. The bodies of 
the others were not found owing to the heavy 


snowfall.

Jurors Say Agreement Is Hopeless. 

Not until each juror had pronounced as 
hopeless the prospect of a verdict was the 
order for their liberation made by Judge 
Lawlor, prosecution and defense giving as- 
sent to the discharge. 
The trial ended quietly and without dem- 
onstration. The courtroom was well filled, 
but the sudden climax did not permit of an 
attendance gathered from far and near, such 
as characterized the five days of argument 
and the vigil of last night. 
Of the ballots taken three were taken 
shortly after the jury retired. Upon the first 
vote the jury stood eight for acquittal and 
four for conviction. Two of the four joined 
the majority upon the second ballot, and one 
of the remaining two announced his deter- 
mination to remain out a month if necessary. 


Court Criticises the Laws. 
Judge Lawlor announced that he had as- 
cértained before coming to court that the 
jury appeared to be hopelessly divided. 
After ordering the discharge of the jury 
Judge Lawlor drew his chair to the edge 
of the platform nearest the jury box and 
addressed to the twelve men some informa) 
remarks, criticising the laws and usages that 
made possible the expense of three months In 
the iImpaneling of a jury, and thanking 
them upon their worth as citizens. 
He declared the courts were utterly help- 
less to prevent such occurrences and recom- 
mended that the legislature be influenced by 
the people to change the laws that governed 
court procedure. 
The attorneys will be expected to fix a date 
for another trial upon the same indictment 
at tomorrow morning's session of court. 
“TI am ready to try this case again, and I 
will go ahead tomorrow if necessary,” said 
Mr. Heney an hour after the adjournment.

‘WEN IN BUCKET BRIGADE. 


House of Worship Saved from 
Ignition by Sparks from _ 
a Burning Barn. 


~With smoke pouring through the windows 
the congregation of the Jackson Boulevard 
Christian church last night sang through the 
closing hymn of the service, receivéd a hasty 
penediction, and then formed a _ bucket 
prigade to extinguish the fire which threat- 
ened the lfouse of worship. The flames came 
from @ barn just ig the rear of the church. 
The Rev. Il. H. Durfee had finished the 
evening sermon, and the people were singing 
the second stanza of the closing hymn, “‘ God 
Be with You Till We Meet Again,” when 
smoke began pouring through the windows, 
followed immediately by shouts of “ Fire!’’ 
For a moment the music of the organ 
gtopped and the voices of the congregation 
were stilled. Then H. H. Dix, the sexton, 
stepped into the church and on the platform. 
“There isa fire some place in the rear,” 
gaid he, ‘‘ but there-is no danger. No one 
need be afraid, and I think we might as well 
ging the closing hymn and all leave quietly.” 
The organist started the last stanza of the 
familiar song and every one in the church 
joined in singing. When the pastor pro- 
nounced the benediction many of the congre- 
gation were coughing as a result of the 
gmoke. ‘he women and children immediate- 
ly walked out of the church. 


Bucket Brigade Is Formed. 

By this time the sexton had found the 
cause of the smoke and flames. The back 
windows of the church were beginning to 
break and it was thought that the building 
might catch fire from the barn. 

“T believe it would be a good plan,” said 
the pastor, ‘‘to form a bucket brigade and 
try to prevent any sparks from igniting the 
church.” 

A number of fire buckets kept for emer- 
gencies back of the altar were filled quickly 
with water, and thrown upon the fire. While 
the brigade wag in action the fire department 
engines arrived on the scene and completed 
the work of putting out the fire. 

“I never saw so many people act socalmly 
in my life as the congregation did when the 
smoke began pouring in through the win- 
dows.’ said one of the church officials. ‘‘ Per- 
sonally, I was severely frightened, because 
I feagad there would be a panic and women 
and children be trampled to death. That is 
the usual thing when a fire occurs in a 
church. But every one seemed to appreciate 
the value of order. 


Panic Prevented by Hymn. 

“There might have been some excitement 
if the closing hymn had not been sung. 
The song seémed to have the effect of calming 
all present. The women and children walked 
quietly from the church, while most of the 
men present remained to render assistance 
in extinguishing the flames if necessary. 
There was no shrieking and fainting, and 
everything was just as if the smoke and all 
were ordinary things.”’ 

The congregation of Western Avenue Meth- 
odist church; which is just around the corner 
from the Christian church, had just been 
dismissed when the fire engines arrived. All 
the members gathered in the street in front 
ef the church and much excitement pre- 
vailed. 

The only damage sustained by the church 

' was in broken windows.

affirmatively as each new feature was 
brought out to strengthen the identification. 


Positive in His Identification. 

Coroner Harburger asked the father if he 
was .certain that the body was that of hig 
daughter Elsie. “ Are you satisfied in every 
way of the accuracy of the identification? ” 
he asked. 

**I am &atisfied,’’.said the man in a broken 
voice, as he was led away. 

Mr. Sigel at his home, after returning from 
the morgue, gave out an interview, the first 
since the discovery of the murder. He said 
that the funeral would not be held from the 
house. 

‘The disgrace has been keen enough as it 
is without having the funeral from here in 
front of a gaping crowd,” he said. ‘* My wife 
and I have aged ten years in the last week. 
This should be a lesson to young girls not to 
mix with other than their own people. 

‘I have not slept for four or five days, but 
now that the identification is certain I feel 
that I can get a ttle rest. Funeral arrange- 
ments will be made tomorrow. Bu it will 
be a quiet funeral, and no one will know 
anything about it but the members of the 
family if I can avoid it.’’ , 


Stomach Is Being Analyged. 

Elsie Sigel’s stomach, however, is in the 
hands of the Columbia university professor 
who will make a chemical analysis of its 
contents. Although the murder js supposed 
to have been committed on Wednesday, June 
9, the exact cause of her death has never 
been ascertained. While the autopsy de- 
termined that death probably was due to as- 
phyxia, whether she was choked, smothered 
under a pillow, or drugged, bound with ropes, 
and left to die horribly in the trunk, is as 
much a mystery as is the whereabouts of 
Leon Ling and his pal, Chung Sing. 


Girl Victim of Sordid Romance. 

That Elsie Sigel was the victim of a sordid 
romance involving the jealousy of two Chi- 
namen, both of whom she professed to love 
and each of whom for a time thought he 
was her only lover, was definitely learned 
during the evening. That her death was de- 
liberately planned and carried out in the 
execution of a jealous revenge plotted by one 
of the men on learning of her duplicity was 
made practically certain by information se- 
cured from an authoritative source. 

Leon Ling, the supposed convert to Chris- 
tianity in whose rooms the girl's rope bound 
body was found in a trunk, was one of the 
men. The other was Chu Gain, proprietor of 
the Port Arthur restaurant at 9 Mott street. 
Gain is in the Tombs; held as an important 
witness, but Leon is still at large, though 
the police of a thousand cities are on the 


watch for him. 

Elsie Sigel professed love for both Gain and 
Leon, and to each of them she gave assur- 
ances that she loved him alone and that 
‘‘the other hardly,’’ meaning Gain or Leon, 
as the case might be, *“‘ meant nothing more 
to her than a mere acquaintance." In Gain’s 
living rooms have been discovered scores of 
letters written him by her in which she not 
only addressed him in the most endearing 
terms, but discussed with him matters which 
@ woman usually considers her most inti- 
mate and secret affairs. 

‘* My own dearest beloved,’’ “‘ My dear own 
Chu" she wrote him, and signed herself 
‘‘Ever your loving Elsie.’’ 


Chinese Go to Sigel Home. 

During the afternoon two Chinese called 
at the Sigel home in the Bronx, ignorant of 
Mrs. Sigel’s removal to a sanatorium, and 
asked to seé “our mother angel,” a name 
which Mrs. Sigel earned because of her mis- 
sion work among the Chinese. One of the 
men said he was Chu Sam, a brother of Chu 
Gain, who is under arrest. 

Chu Sam said that Chung Sin, who disap- 
peared simultaneously with Leon, borrowed 
$250 from his brother, Chu Gain, the Tuesday 
before the murder, and on the following day 
wrote that he would be out of town for some 
time. ‘Chu Gain ts somewhat of a capitalist 
and is president of a Chinese loan association. 

Before going to the morgue Mabel Sigel 
discussed the case, saying among other 
things that Elsie had been in love with an 
army man in Wyoming. She read extracts 
from letters which she said had been written 
by this man to Elsie, all of which were 
couched in affectionate words and were 
signed “ Your old sweetheart, Howard.” But 
she declined to say where the army man 
was stationed.

It was post- 
marked at New Yorkat6p.m..Junell. The 
police say the envelope has not been broken 
open, and it is now in the hands of the postal 
authorities.

Emil said his father had been taking care | 


of the farm for more than two years. Severa! 
visits to the place had been made by othe 
members of the family living in Chicago, and 
three weeks ago, accompanied by his, sons 
Otto and Herbert, 6 and 8 years old, Efnil re- 
turned to the country. 

Quarrels, Then Uses Club. 

There was angry wrangling at the break- 
fast table, and it was renewed a short time 
later, when John Tilly, enraged at what he 
believed a wrong, appeared in the kitchen 
doorway carrying a heavy club. Despite 
the pleadings of Mrs. Tilly, he advanced to 
where his son was seated and, according to 
the latter, struck him a terrific blow on the 
head, Emil Tilly’s boys were playing on the 
floor of the room. 

Get back, father,” cried the young man 
as he staggered to his feet, reeling from the 
effects of the blow. ‘ Get back there or I 
may forget that I am your son.” 

Swinging the club over his head, witnesses 
said, the old man attempted to strike his 
son again, but Mrs. Tilly, springing between 
the men, received the blow and was felled to 
the floor. Emil seized a revolver that lay on 
a shelf and cent a bullet through his father's 
brain. Two other shots were fired in quick 
succession. 

“I killed my father to save my wife from 
certain death,” said Tilly in the county jail 
at Benton Harbor in the evening. ‘‘ He had 
attacked me, and when my wife interfered 
he turned on her, striking her to the floor. 
Then I reached for my revolver, as the club 
was falling on us right and left, and both of 
us undoubtedly would have been killed. I 
am heartbroken, but I shot in defense of my 


wife-and myself.” 


Sympathize with Brother. 

Tilly for years was employed in Chicago 
as a cooper. Until a short time ago Emil 
worked here as an automobile repairman. 
Mrs. John Tilly and her daughter, Meta, 
were prostrated whentold of the affair. Her- 
man Tilly, another son, left for Benton Har- 
bor at night. 

‘Father was hard to get along with, and 
often became qudrrelsome,” said Herman 
Tilly. ‘ Although we never engaged in seri- 
ous difficulties, father always was allowed 
his own way. Mother and all of us visited 
him oftem on the farm and he appeared 
satisfied to stay there.”

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ST. PETERSBURG, June 20.— Frederick 
de Martens, late professor of international 
law in the University of St. Petersburg, died 
today. He was taken ill while on his way 
to his estate in Livonia and died in the rail- 
road station at Valk. 

Frederick de Martens was a privy coun- 
cilor and had been permanent member of the 
council of the ministry of foreign affairs 
since 1882. He was professor of interna- 
tlonal law in the University of St. F’eters- 
burg from 1871 to 1907. He was born in 1845. 
Kdinburgh, Cambridge, and Yale universi- 
ties made him an LL. D., and Oxford and 
other noted institutions conferred upon him 
the degree of D. C. L. 

Prof. de Martens was Russian delegate at 
many diplomatic congresses and conferences 
at Brussels, Paris, The Hague, Rome, 
Geneva, and Vienna. He was the second 
Russian plenipotentiary at the peace confer- 
ence at The Hague in 1809 and president of 
the second commission. Several times he 
was chosen by European and American pow- 
ers as international arbitrator. 

He was president of the court of arbi- 

tration in Paris in 1800 between Great Brit- 
ain and Venezuela; arbitrator between 
France and England, England and Holland, 
and the United States and Mexico. He was 
a member of the permanent court of arbi- 
tration at The Hague and legal adviser of M. 
de Witte, Russian delegate at the peace ne- 
gotiations between Russia and Japan in 
Portsmouth in 1905. 
He was a!so plenipotentiary of Russia at 
the Geneva conference for the revision of the 
Geneva convention of 1867. He was the 
second Russian delegate at the second peace 
conference to The Hague in 1907.

Root to Lead Fight. 

Senator Elihu Root is to be put forward to 
fight the administration's battle for legisla- 
tion involving an income tax and a@orpora- 
tion tax along the lines outlined in President 
Taft's recent message. 

Senator Aldrich, chairman of the finance 

committee, is unwilling to undertake the 
legal fight which will be involved. He will 
no doubt hold hirhself in the background 
and assign to Mr. Root the duty of meeting 
all comers jn defense of President Taft's 
plan to submit a constitutional amendment 
granting congress power to impose an in- 
come tax and to affix an amendment to the 
tariff bill imposing a corporation tax. 
\ Senator William Lorimer of Illinois says 
he is one of the senators who are waiting to 
have the beauties of the corporation tax 
demonstrated to them before he makes up 
his mind how he will vote upon the amend- 
ment. If there are too great inquisitorial 
powers accorded government officials in de- 
termining the tax a corporation is to carry 
he will demur. Mr. Lorimer is president of 
three corporations himself, and freely avers 
that if the trade secrets of his concerns are 
to be laid open to inspection of a subordinate 
government official and there is risk of hav- 
ing him peddle them to his business oppo- 
nents at any time he will withstand the inno- 
vation to the limit of his power.

At the same time 
there is genera) appreciation of the fact that 
in industrial disputes a decision of a court 
usually leaves an open sore. Under the me- 
diation \program provided by the Erdmann 
act, it has been noticeable that friendly rela- 
tions have been restored. As Chairman 
Knapp has said: 

* There is no yardstick or fixed measure to 
determine the right or wrong Of @ scale . of 
wages or hours of service. What is a fair 
compensation for a laborer is not the ques- 
tion to be determined by appeal to statutes 
or judicial precedents. Nor is theré any 
abstract principle of justice or ethics by 
which such question be correctly decid- 
ed. Most workmen will strive for as.much 
ag they can get, and most employers will 
aim to secure the service they require as 
cheaply as possible. The most we can do is to 
aim at a fair adjustmentiand inthe protection 
of the large interests of the public, bring 
the parties together on the best terms possi- 
ble which will end the controversy without 


delay."’ 
Method of Procedure Stated. 


As soon as an appeal is received from an 
interstate carrier or from railroad employés 
Commissioner Neill and Chairman Anepp 
hurry to the scene of strife. When a big in- 
dustrial strike threatens there is absolutely 
no legal authority for federal action. Under 
the last administration President Roosevelt 
gave authority to Commissioner Neill to pro- 
ceed to the point of conflict and use his offi- 
cial good offices to compose the differences. 
This was done in the case of the last tele- 
graph strike, but Mr. Neill’s intervention 
had to be extremely tactful or he would not 
have been listened to either by the strikers or 
the companies. 

In the great anthracite coal strike of 1902 
President Roosevelt himself found it neces- 
sary to interfere. He:even contemplated the 
appointment of Lieut. Gov. John A. Stofield 
as receiver for the anthracite coal properties, 
an act clearly beyona federal authority, but 
justified in his opinion by public interests. 
Finally a special commission was created 
to investigate the situation and to fix upon 
terms of settlement. But it was apparent 
that if there had at the beginning of that 
strike existed a governmental agency to 
which thé company or men might have ap- 
pealed an agreement could have been reached 
without the public agitation and injury which 
occurred, 


Appeals to Thoughtful Men. 


Moreover, the effect of a voluntary rettle- 
ment upon future conditions through the 
friendly offices of federal agents is s0 ev)- 
dent that it has made mediation appéal to 
thoughtful men in Washington as the me- 
dium for extended application. It may be 
decided that it would be unwise to put this 
additional duty upon Chairman Knapp and 
Commissioner Neill. Already they are over- 
loaded with work. At the same time, how- 
ever, it is realized that much of the value of 
conciliation and mediation arises out of the 
fact that they constitute an incidental fea- 
ture of the duties of government officers. 
Make this work their sole duty, as was sug- 
gested today, and it would not be long be- 
fore employers and men would know the 
trend of mind of the mediators and their 
usefulness would disappear. 

After all, however, this is a matter of de- 
tail. The important thing is that the prin- 
ciple of mediation and conciliation has be- 


come fixed as a national policy and unques- 
tionably will be extended.

SOUTHAMPTON, June 20.~The Red Star 
steamship Zeeland, from Antwerp for New 
York, put in. here this evening in a badly 
damaged condition as a result of a collision 
last nigi® east of Dover with an unknown 
vessel. The Zeeland was proceeding slowly 
through a dense fog when it struck the ves- 
gelamidships. Boats were immediately low- 
ered from the steamer, but no trace could be 
found of the other, It is impossible to say 
whether it was a warship or a merchantman. 

After remaining in the vicinity of the acci- 
dent for a considerable time without seeing 

yestige of wreckage, the Zeeland proceeded 

Dover, and thence to Southampton. It.has 
a big hole in its starboard bow and the fluke 
of the anchor was forced completely through 
@ hawse pipe. 

One of the passengers on the Zeeland says 
that the accident caused no great alarm. 


Cruiser’s Crew Is Saved, 

DOVER, June 20—A serious naval dis- 
aster was narrowly averted on Saturday 
night, when, in a dense fog, the Wilson liner 
Sappho collided with the British third class 
protected cruiser Sappho, off Dungeness. 
The blow struck by the liner was at an angle 
or the cruiser probably would have been cut 
intwo. The liner was practically undamaged 
and proceeded on its voyage. The cruiser 
was seriously damaged and has been beached 
here. 

The cruiser had just been commissioned for 
maneuvers. It carried a crew of 270 officers 
and men. When it was discovered that it was 
making water rapidly, the bulkheads were 
glosed, signals were sent up, and minute guns 
were fired. 

Two lifeboats from Dungeness, aided by 
the cruiser’s boats, safely transferred 200 
of the crew to the shore. The others, with 
their officers, remained aboard, 


Tugs Go to Cruiser’s Aic. 

Gradually the water flooded the cruiser, 
quenching the fires and extinguishing the 
electric lights. The cruiser lay. helpless 
until 2 o’clock in the morning, when tugs 
arrived from this port. 

By the aid of the pumps and collision mats 
the Sappho was put in condition to weather 
the trip here. None of the crew was in- 
jured. 

* The warship will be patched up and re- 
floated tomorrow, after which it will be taken 
to Portsmouth for repairs. 

Except for the fact that there was no loss 
of life, the accident to the war vessel bears 
marked resemblance to the cutting down of 
the British cruiser Gladiator by the American 
line steamship St. Paul off the Isle of Wight 
in April, 1908. On that occasion the vessels 
were. steaming through a snow storm. 


Crash Comes in Fog. 

Thé Wilson liner came upon the Sappho 
without warning, appearing suddenly 
through the dense fog. The crew displayed 
remarkable discipline, even when anxiety 
was increased by the plunging of the cruiser 
in total darkness through the failure of the 
electric lights. 

The liner tore away the port sea boat from 
the cruiser and rebounded. It passed by 
the cruiser’s stern and was swallowed by 
the fog and was not seen again. The naval 
officers say that they saw the liner as it 
came alongside, but nobody seemed to think 
that there would be a collision until the 
ship actually was struck. 


Liner Not Hurt in Crash.

FILIPINO TRADE REPORT MADE. 


Discrepancy in Export Figures from 
States to Islands Due to Free 
Entry Granted. 


Washington, D. C., June 20.—Statistics 
compiled by the bureau of statistics regard- 
ing the trade of the Philippines just made 
public show the total value of imports into 
the islands in 1908 as $29. 186,120. 

The amount of the exports from the United 
States to the islands for the year 1908 was 
$9,006.698, while the official figures. of im- 
ports from the United States into the Islands, 
exclusive of government free entries and 
Supplies granted free entry in connection 
with the construction of the railway systems 
to the islands, were but $5,101.836. The dis- 
crepancy, it is explained, occurred chiefly by 
reason of the fact that the Philippine figures 
do not include the supplies granted free en- 
try.. The exports amounted to $32,601,072.

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STRIKE RIOT AT RACE TRACK 


French Stable Boys, Armed with 
Guns, Hold Up Steeplechase. 


MANY ARRESTS ARE MADE. 


Army Officers Assailed When They 
Start Oat for a Contest. 


PARIS, June 20.—An occurrence unprec- 
edented in French turf history almost pre- 
vented the running of the Grand Steeple- 
chase of Paris today at the Auteuil course. 
The meeting was disorganized and a serious 
riot took place in which several persons 
were injured and many arrests were made. 

Inspired and aided, it is stated, by Pataud 
and other revolutionary labor leaders, forty 
militant members of the Stable Boys’ union, 
armed with revolvers, ambushed the vans 
conveying the horses from Maisons Lafitte, 
their training quarters, cut the traces and 
forced them back to the stables. Among 
them were several American horses. 


Vanderbilt’s Van Forces Passage. 

The only van which succeeded in forcing a 
passage through the ambush near Bezons 
was Vanderbiit's, which was an electric 
motor. M. Bonnier, president of the stable 
boys’ union, and Craissac, secretary of the 
printers’ union, were seen leaving the spot 
in an automobile in which some say Pataud 
was also a passenger. ™ 

ln the meantime there was confusion at the 
racecourse. It was a long time before the 
cause of the nonappearance of the horses be- 
came known, but finally a magistrate and a 
force of police set off in automobiles to the 
scene of the trouble, where they succeeded 
in putting the stable boys to flight and res- 
cuing the racers. 


Fallieres Stays Away. 


It seemed at first as if the nieeting would 
have’ to be abandoned, and President Fal- 


lieres, who always is present on the occasion 


of the grand steeplechase, was advised by 
telephone not to come to the track. Event- 
ually, however, the call was given for the 
first race. This was more than two hours 
after the scheduled time, and the crowds al- 
ready exasperated from waiting became vio- 
lent when a single horse presented itself for 
a walkover in the first event. Jockey and 
horse were forced to beat a hasty retreat to 
the paddock, as the crowd swarmed on the 
track and refused to permit the jockey to take 
his mount over the course. 

The second. event was for army officers, 
riding their own horses. For some reason 
or other the crowds became frenzied when 
several officers cantered out for the start. 
The officials were pelted with missiles of 
various kind and two were severely injured. 
The barriers guarding thé course were broken 
down and hundréds of men crowded the 
track, several of them being ridden down and 
injured by the wildly excited horses. 

About the same time the booths and hedges 
were set on fire, but fortunately reinforce- 
ments of police, troops, and firemen, who 
had been hastily summoned, arrived in time 
to clearithe track and extinguish the flames. 
The poliée made a large number of‘arrests, 
and the remainder of the program Was car- 
ried out in comparative quiet. 


Trouble Sequel of Meeting. 

The trouble gvas the sequel of a meeting 
beld at the Lantte house last night at which 
the: stable boys voted to use all means, in- 
cluding striking, to obtain satisfaction of 
their claims. Deputy Berteaux, a millionaire, 
who was formerly minister of war, addressed 
the meeting and gave assurances of his moral 
and material support. 

The Stables Boys’ union met during the 
evening at the Lafitte house. Two hundred 
persons were present, including members 
from various unions. Crassa¢ said that if 
the boys’ demands were not granted by next 
Sunday the Grand Prix might find itself 
transformed into an obstacle race.

TWO HURT IN AUTO MISHAPS

' Immigrants Enjoy Benefit of 
e Modern Civilization.

_ ®Bhare of America in Civiliza to the 
@raduating class of the Universfty of Wis- 
consin in Armory hall this St was 
read by President C. R. Van Hise. The 
senior class numbered 550. : 

' “I consider immigration the greatest force 
Ym modern civilization, and immigration is 
‘characteristically American,’’ declared Sefior 
Nabuco. 

“You are a nation in some respects of 4 
‘unique type,” continued the diplomat. ‘The 
only one approaching your type was the 
Roman empire when near dissolution. Every 
other nation is, or was, composed of a race, 
or of separate races, speaking each its own 
Janguage; you are a nation formed of the 
fusion of races of different languages. 


America Is Home of All Races. 

“ America is really the new Europe. It 
has become the adopted country, the elected 
hhome of men of all races born and reared 
under the contrary principle of inequality. 
But equality did not make only the success 
of this nation; it fixed the final type of human 
society everywhere. Like immigration, like 
democracy, equality is final; and finality Is in 
everything the greatest possible contribution 
to progress.” 

That the state universities are the most 
promising agents for carrying on. the, best 
and highest ideals of the pioneer, and thatthe 
road to excellence is open to the poorest boys 
of the commonwealth, whatever may be their 
career, was the substance of the address by 
Prof. Frederick Jackson Turner of the de- 
partment of American history, entitled “ Pio- 
neer Ideals and the State University.”’ 

“There is danger resulting from democ- 
racy’s discovery of the university,” he said. 
“Now that the university is revealed as 
something more influential in the life of the 
state than a mere cloister of scholars and a 
boy and girl boarding ‘school, the danger is 
that the smoke of the battlefield of political 
and social] contests may obscure its free air. 
The freedom to seek the truth and to dis- 
seminate knowledge may be less secure in the 
future than in the past. 


Danger in Amassing of Wealth. 

“So long as success in amassing great 
wealth is the exclusive, or the dominant, 
standard of success; so long as prosperity, 
regardless of the conditions of its cost, isa 
shibboleth, American democracy, the faith 
in the common man, which the pioneer 
cherished, is in danger. 

‘The light of the university watchtowers 
should flash from state to state until Ameri- 
can democracy itself is illuminated with 
higher and broader ideals of what constitute 
service to the state and to mankind; of what 


| dis worthy of praise and reward. For whatever 
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public opinion selects as the goa! of conceded 
excellence, to that goal the strongest will 
make their way, regardless of the public 
welfare. ; 

“The pioneer’s clearing must be broadened 
into a domain where all that is worthy of 
human endeavor may grow; and America 
must exact of the constructive geniuses who 
have sprung from the loins of pioneer democ- 
acy allegiance and devotion to the com- 

nweal.”’

It makes 
the monarchs of the sea, the Lusitania and 
the Mauretania, actual today. 


Lesson in Wrights’ Feat in Air. 
“It has pushed a Count Zeppelin to devote 
his years and his fortune to the construc- 
tion of the ships of the air. It gives the 
Wright brothers world fame with their aero- 
plane. It enables a Pasteur to transfer 
scourges of plant life and human life to the 
class of preventable diseases. It sustains 
the Russian and Turkish reformers amidst 
atrocities that pale humanity’s cheek in a 

continuous struggle for liberty yet to be. 
“The politician of lowest type is he who 
thinks only of his own interests, sees in poli- 


eo 


tics only what he can get ouf of it for him- 


self. The politician of a little larger thought 
gees only the world of his own district. 


From Politician to Statesman. 

*As the politician passes into the states- 
man he enters the world of the nation, and 
when he reaches the height of a John Hay 
he is a statesman of the world thought, con- 
cerned with world relations.

‘900 Graduates. 


“MAKE EDUCATION PAY.” 


“Devote Your Trained Minds to 
Public Service; Diffuse 
Generous Ideas.”’ 


Ann Arbor, Mich.,, June 20.—[Special.}]— 
President James Burrill Angell opened the 
exercises incident to the last commencement 
week of his régime at the University of Mich- 
igan in University hell tonight with the bac- 
calaureate address to 900 members of the 1900 
graduating classes. 

“The State and the Student,” the subject 
chosen; was a stirring call to alumni and 
students for material appreciation of the 
state’s generosity and for the infusion of 
the altruistic spirit into the big problems of 
the day. 

After citing and comparing the develop- 
ment of Michigan and privately endowed in- 
stitutions, the retiring president said: 

“We may well inquire of this occasion 
what are some of the ways in which you, 
like all our graduates, may make some return 
for whatever the university has done for you. 
I answer that you may each in his own circle 
strive to influence public opinion to aidin the 
maintenance and development of theinstitu- 
tion. For its support it depends and must de- 
pend on the good will of the public and on 
their appreciation of its value. 


Tells Opportunity of Graduates. 

“You can confer a great benefit on the 
university by making known as you have the 
opportunity how the spirit of altruism or of 
public service which is spreading widely 
through the best minds fn the society of our 
times has permeated the university in recent 
years and is lending a new value to all high- 
er education. 

** Perhaps the most striking illustration at 
this moment is found in medica! education, 
which is training men to prevent disease as 
well ae tocurelt. The war against tubercu- 
losis, in which all the medical teachers, and 
conspicuously among them some of our own. 


rare now actively engaged, furnishes a case 


in point. But the teachers of various sciences 
are also making their valuable contributions 
to sanitary engineering, to the preservation of 
public health, to other great public needs. 

‘* No doubt some persons not familiar with 
the inner HMfe of the university are inclined 
to think of it as an aristocratic institution, 
where the associations and the training tend 
to hold students aloof from common inter- 
ests. to send them out into the world with a 
certain feeling of superiority to their neigh- 
bors, and with a dominant feeling that they 
are entitled to extort a generous living from 
society rather than to make their education 
while securing them an honest livelihood an 
instrument for blessing society. 


“Show Your Training Is Valuable.” 

‘Now, you in your divers occupations can 
render a great service to society and to us by 
demonstrating that these views are errone- 
ous. Show in your daily life that your unl- 
versity education has helped to give you a 
broad and generous view of the function and 
duty of the educated man, make plain the 
fact that the university is the most demo- 
cratic institution in the state, that it is the 
one place above all others where the poor 
and the rich live on terms of absolute equal- 
ity, where the atmosphere is fatal to the ex- 
istence of aristocratic notions, and where 
lofty ideals of devotion to the public good 
are cherished as they can be nowhere £0 
naturally. 

‘“* Devote your trained minds so far as op- 
portunity offers to the public service and to 
the diffusion of generous ideas on public in- 
terests. 

‘‘In respect to public schools, especially 
to the improvement of the rural schools, now 
the chief educational need in this etate; in 
respect, to public charities and reforms, in 
respect to public sanitation, in respect to 
long neglected means of making the rural 
church the center of social and moral ac- 
tivity, especially in respect to purity in 
politics, show that you have the same gen- 
erous spirit which the state has shown to 
you in furnishing you facilities for your 
education. 

‘Show that you have carried away from 
here the germ of that noble and indefatigable 
spirit which leads you to be always asking, 
‘What can I be doing with the education 
and impulses and inspirations the state has 
given me through the university to bless the 
public and return if possible with compound 
interest the debt I owe to the state?’ "’

Cambridge, Mass., June 20.—[Special.]— 
The first exercises in connection with the 
graduation of the Harvard class of 1909 were 
held here this afternoom when the annual 
baccalaureate sermon was preached ir Ap- 
pleton c 1 by the Right Rev. William 
Lawrent ‘71, bishop of Massachusetts. 
Bishop Lawrence's theme was taken from 
Revelation iii, 8 “ Behold I have set be- 
fore thee an open door, and no man can shut 
it.” 

“This is a statement as true today as 
centuries ago,” he said. “To every man 
the coors of opportunity swing open. He may 
turn his back to.the vista, but the vista is 
there. Could words more exactly describe 
the situation of the young man leaving @ 
university? 

“It is sometimes said that wisdom is gained 
only by personal experience. I believe that 
some experiences may be passed on to others. 
Hence I am going to try to suggest to you 
how the vista before you differs from that 
which opened up to men of my day, @ gen- 
eration ago. 


Wealth of World Increasing. 

“In the first place, the world looms up 
today bigger and stands out in strong relief. 
Through discoveries that have followed the 
application of steam power the wealth of 
the world has increased enormously. With 
wealth and its acquisition has come a deep 
interest im material things. Men's imagina-~ 
tions are stimulated and appalied. ‘The bil- 
lions of dollars of the huge corporations, the 
lofty buildings, battleships, and stamping 
mills suggest to us that material wealth 
is a power impressive and at the same time 
oppressive. The oppressive feature is first 
felt. 

“We see illustrations of this in many 
walks of life. The workingman feels the 
crushing powers of capital or perhaps of 
organized labor; he hears no response to his 
ery for help, which may become the threat 
of a Socialist or the shriek of the suicide. 

“ From an entirely different group a young 
man with some inherited property leaves coil- 
lege with high ideals and a desire to do his 
part In Hfe. After a few years of active 
work in law, public office, or business, he 
finds that he has made no marked impres- 
sion upon the mass. He becomes disgusted 
and gradually becomes the siave of luxuries. 
The modern corporation is the type, where, 
from the man at the top to the worker at the 
bottom, there seems to be an exact and in- 
tricate mechanica) adjustment.”’

THE BOARD OF CONTROL. 

The law creating the board of control 
for the charitable institutions of the state 
gives two of the five members to the mi- 
nority party.. This means that Gov. De- 
neen will have to appoint two men who are 
The 
law barely got through the house. [If it 
had not been for the bipartisan board the 
bill might have failed to get one or two 
of the Democratic votes needed for its 
passage. If so, that would be some ex: 
cuse for the recognition of political par- 
ties in a bill relating exclusively fo char- 
ities. 

It is eminently proper that the minority 
party should be represented on election 
boards, for party interests are involved, 
None is at stake in the matter. of man- 
aging the eharitable institutions. It 
would make no difference if all the mem- 
bers of the new board of control were 
Democrats or Republicans so long as 
they were competent. The only question 
which the governor should be obliged to 
ask when somebody is suggested to him 
for appointment is, “ Can he fill satisfac- 
torily an extremely important office?’ 
But compliance with the law requires 
the appointment of two persens calling 
themselves Democrats. Therefore, there 
can be no impropriety in Democratic 
leaders presenting to him the names of 
men who have the political qualification 
specified in the law. If they are men of 
high standing and proved ability there 
is no reason why he should not appoint 
them, even though they are the choice of 
politicians, If the nominees of the par- 
ty leaders do not come up to the mark 
the goyernor is at perfect liberty to re- 
ject them, and he should do so, Among 
the Lllinoisans of unquestioned Democ- 
racy there are many who, while they 
may have no politicians as sponsors, 
would make excellent members of the 
board of control. The governer can pick 
from them. 

There has been no politics in the state 
board of eharities. For that reason it 
has done admirable work. ‘There should 
be no politics in the new board of con- 
trol. Hence there ought to be ho purely 
political appointments. The Repu ni 


and Democratic members should be men 
who have no thought of party when they 
are serving the state. 


PLEADING FOR SANITY. 

The Sane Fourth association is to 
appeal to the people. through the churches 
and Sunday schools, This organization 
includes representatives of the Hamilton, 
Union . League, and Commercial clubs, 
It hopes to be able to encourage the 
growing sentiment in favor of a more 
rational celebration of the nation’s birth- 
day. It plans to secure the enforcement 
of laws designed to reduce the number 
of accidents on that oecasion. »Its ambi- 
tions include the formulation of a pro- 
gram for a commemoration of the deela- 
ration of independence that will promote 
true patriotism. 

The intention of the president of the 
board of education to present the plea for 
a sane Fourth to the children in the 
public schools hag already been com- 
mented on favorably. The appeal 
through the parochial schools will reach 
many other children. The plan of attack 
through the churches and Sunday 
schools; will be cumulative in its effect. 
Many of the individuals thus reached 
will have heard the plea in other places 
and through other channels of approach. 
There is a distinct advantage in repeti- 
tion. The more varied the appeals to 
all, the more hepeful the campaign will 
be. 

Coébperation counts. The insane Fourth 
is recognized everywhere as an evil that 
must be checked. The newspapers and 
magazines of the country are making a 
strong fight. Officials and teachers in 
the sehools can do much. The urging of 
pastor and superintendent through the 
Sunday meetings of church and bibie 
school will aid the cause. The police 
and fire department authorities have the 
matter in mind. Many parents are feel- 
ing their responsibility as never before, 
The suggestion of large placards dis 
played in prominent places is a good one. 

It is not an easy thing to break down 
established customs. It is not easy to 
put an end to the use of noise making 
devices which are dangerous as _— well, 
But hearty codjperation all along the line 
will help to reduce the casualty list, and 
a few years of persistent education may 
bring radical changes in methods of cele- 
bration.

THE PRINT PAPER DUTY. 

The’ Mann committee, after months of 
investigation, recommended that the duty 
on print paper be lowered from $6 a 
ton to $2. The lower rate, it said, would 
give ample protection and also bring in 
revenue. The committee on ways and 
means accepted its conclusions, and the 
house tariff bill has made the duty $2. 
The senate has raised the duty to $4. 
Both of the Illinois senators voted *for the 
higher duty which the elaborate report of 
an Illinois representative had proved was 
net needed.

000 worth of pulp wood imported last 
year came mainly from Quebec, That 
province is considering the expediency of 
adopting the Ontario policy. If it were 
to do so a hard blow would be dealt 
some eastern pulp mills which depend oa 
Quebee for their raw material. The ben- 
eficiaries would be some Maine paper 
makers who have large timber holdings 
in the United States. The value of their 
spruce lands would go up and they would 
be able to exact higher prices for their 
paper, 
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A TRAVELING CABINET, 

President Roosevelt’s cabinet history 
was marked by a number of rather re- 
markable trips made by its members. 
The experiences of Secretary Root in 
South America and those of Secretary 
Taft in the far east are best remembered. 
At the time there was much favorable 
comment throughout the country. The 
plan of discovering facts at first hand 
was recognized as a desivable one. The 
enlargement of the vision of the official 
and the increase in the efficiency of ad- 
ministration were evident results of the 
journeys. 
The Washington dispatches indicate 
that the same policy is to be followed in 
the Taft régime. The secretaries are to 
be encouraged to make personal investi- 
gations. Mr. Wilson is to travel among 
the farmers and to make inspections of 
the meat packing establishments under 
his jurisdiction; Mr. Nagél is to go to 
the Hawaiian islands’ and perhaps on to 
Japan and China, Mr. Ballinger is to 
look into forest reservations, irrigatiou 
and reclamation prejects, and visit the 
Yellowstone national park. Mr. Dickiu- 
son and Mr. Meyer will make inspection 
trips by land and sea, according to the 
needs of their respective departments. 
Mr. Knox may spend a few weeks in 
Europe, where he may meet foreign 
statesmen. The president himself is 
looking toward the northwest and the 
Pacific slope. 
Such journeys are no longer difficult. 
Distance has been annihilated by the 
improvements in transportation facilities. 
There ig a chance for needed rest and 
recreation and at the same time oppor- 
tunfty for real service. The trips within 


tieularly commendable. They bring the 
eabinet members into clese touch with 
the people. They furnish substantial 
foundations for reports and recommenda- 
tions. They add greatly to the efficiency 
of the individual and, consequently, to 
his value as a public servant. Arbitrary 
rulings and disregard of tha interests of 
the people are far less likely when the 
action of a department head follows a 
careful, personal examination of condi- 
tions. 


ROBBERS AND BURGLARS. 

It appears from Chief Justice Olson's 
report on the business of the Municipal 
court for the six months ended June 1 
that there was an increase in the number 
of serious crimes in Chicago. This may 
be taken as evidence of greater activity 
and success on the part of those whose 
duty it is to-bring criminals to justice, or 
as indicating a deplorable increase in the 
volume of crime in Chicago. 
There certainly-are too many criminais 
in this city for the peace of its inhab- 
itants, Its robbers and burglars need 
all the attention State’s Attorney Way- 
man can give them. He has said he 
means to drive them out of- town if it 
ean be done. The task is not an easy 
one. When some go, others come. 
There are continually new recruits about 
whom the police know nothing until they 
lay hands on them. No doubt more 
would he taught if it were not through 
the weakening of the police force by the 
system of special details Chief Shippy 
has protested against. Put more men on 
beat and life and property will be safer. 

So, too, will they be safer if the ful] 
rigor of the law shall be administered to 
those who are caught, That is why the 
state’s attorney is appearing before juries 
which have to try robbers and burglars 
instead of turning the cases over to his 
assistants. Jurors will consider the cases 
in which he appears of special impor- 
tance apd give them more attention. 

Where a highwayman is armed the 
jury can impose a sentence of life im- 
prisonment. Most highwaymen go armed 
nowadays, so that if they are resisted 
they can make short work of their vic- 
tim. The state’s attorney has asked for 
a life imprisonment sentence in one case. 
The jury should give it in that case and 


robber was armed. The effect of a num- 
ber of such sentences will speedily be 
apparent, 

The state’s attorney should go on as 
he has begun, Robbers. and burglars 
should be brought to trial as soon as 
they are indicted, and he should person- 
ally prosecute as many as possible of 
them. His assistants can look after the 
small fry.

‘great emperor’s brother Lucien, and of 

her husband, Sir Thomas Wyse, whe died 

as British minister at Athens.”

mistake, For I have before me a letter, pud-. 

lished some years ago in the London Times, 
by the eldest son of Sir Thomas Wyse, the 
late Lucien William Bonaparte Wyse, lord 
of the manor of St. John, Waterford, and by 
the other members of the old Irish house of 

Wyse, protesting against the use of Sir 

Thomas’ name by the Panama canal promo- 

ter who has just died, and by the latters 

sisters, Mme. Ratazzi de Rute, and Mme. 

Turr, wife ef the Hungarian revolutionist 

and Italian general, who will live in history 

as the creator of the Corinth canal. 

This letter shows that Sir Thomas Wyse 
married Princess Letitia Bonaparte on March 
4, 1821, at her father’s chateau of Canino, in 
Italy, that several sons, of whom the lord 
of the manor of St. John at Waterford was 
the eldest, were born to the union, and that 
seven years afterwards—namely: in 1828, 
Princess Letitia left Sir Thomas Wyse and 
never saw him again. She, however, gave 
birth t> several other children some years 
after her separation from her husband, Mme. 
Turr and Mme. Ratazzi having been born in 
the late thirties, while ex-ILieut. Bonaparte 
Wyse, who died last week, did not come into 
the world until 1845.

Sir Thomas took: steps repudiate the 
paternity of his wife's daughters and of ex- 
Lieut. Bonaparte Wyse during his lifetime, 
and this repudiation was repeated by his 
elder children and by the other Irish mem- 
bers of the house of Wyse in the London 
Times some ten years ago. But inasmuch 
as Sir Thomas never took the trouble to 
divorce Princess Letitia, it is just a qyestion 
whether the children born subsequent to her 
leaving him were not entitled in law to her 
husband's name. 

The ex-lieutenant and his two sisters, 
Mmes. Ratazzi and Turr, were far better 
looking than their mother’s other children 
who had been born before she quitted her 
husband. Indeed, Mme. Rataszi was re- 
nowned all over Europe for her beauty, and, 
alas! also for her frailty. Her career was 
of the most extreordinary character. For. 
marrying one of the Counts Solms, she left 
him for the aged and éccentric marquis de 
Pommereux, and when he died it was found 
that all his property, including his wonderful 
collection of jewels, had passed inte her pos- 
session, 

Legal proceedings were instituted by his 
relatives, and a most unsavory lawsuit en- 
sued, which was ultimately brought to 4 
close by a compromise, under the terms of 
which she received most of the jewels and 
about a third of the money. But the dis- 
closures concerning her life and character 
during the trial were of such a nature thet 
her relative, Napoleon IIJ,, who was cer- 
tainly no prude, found it necessary to banish 
her, not only from Paris but even from 
France.

She accordingly took up her residence at 
Plorence, where she succeeded in rendering 
the aged and widowered Italian premier, 
Urban Ratagsi, so infatuated with her that 
in the face of the protests of his family, of 
his friends, and even of his king, he insisted 
upon marrying her. When she next returned 
te Paris it was as the lawful wife of the prime 
minister of Italy. 

After the fall of the empire she set up her 
residence in Paris, established most friendly 
relations with Queen Isabella, contributed 
in no smal]! degree to the restoration of Al- 
fonso XII., who, in recognition thereof, be- 
stowed upon her the grand cordon of the 
Order of Marie Louise, and caused her to 
marry, for the sake of appearances, his under 
secretary of state for foreign affairs, M. de 
Rute. 

She retained her good looks down to her 
death, only a few years ago, and was a won- 
derfully gifted woman, who, despite the 
illegitimacy of her birth, might have played 
an important réle in society and in poiitical 
life had it not been for the presence in her 
veins of that strain of Bonaparte blood which 
apparently renders the women of that 
dynasty unable to submit to the conven- 
tionalities of life, where their caprices are 
concerned. ‘

The present head of the Wyse family is 
Andrew Nicholas Bonaparte Wyse, lord of 
the manor of St. John, Waterford, and 
eldest surviving son and heir of the late 
Lucien William Bonaparte Wyse, whe, as 
I have mentioned above, was the eldest son 
of Sir Thomas Wyse and of Princess Letitia 
Bonaparte. Andrew Wyse is married to a 
Russian woman, a daughter of Count Chrip- 
ounoff. The Wyses originally came-from 
Cornwall, but went to Ireland in the train 
of Strongbow, and settled in County Water- 
ford, where they have been established ever 
pince. 

The manor house of St. John is a grand old 
brick pile, of a most imposing character, 
commanding a view of the entire city of Wa- 
terford. The Wyses are all ardent anti- 
home rulers. In fact, the late lord of the 
manor used to make frequent contributions 
to the local press which were anything but 
agreeable reading to the professional Na- 
tional agitator, for whom he had the most 
withering contempt. 

On one occasion, I remember, he was mal]- 
treated and mobbed by an angry crowd ata 
railroad station near Waterford for refusing 
to take off his hat while ‘*‘ God Save Ireland ”’ 
was being sung. But if he hated the Na- 
tionalists, he entertained a still more pro- 
nounced aversion for what he was wont to 
describe as the illegitimate side of his house, 
the foremost among these objects of his 
execration being that half brother. the re- 
tired Heutenant of the French navy who 
died last week.

Resolution to Congress at Spokane Will 
Ask $5,000,000,000 Bond Issue to 
Include Roads, Arid Lands, Forests. 


Spokane, Wash., June 20.—[Special.]—Ar- 
thur Hooker, secretary of the beard of con- 
trol of the national irrigation congress, will 
present a resolution for approval by that 
organization at its seventeenth session in 
Spokane, Aug. 8 to 14, memorialiging con- 
gress to issue 3 per cent gold bonds, running 
100 years, to the amount of $5,000,000,000, or 
as much thereof as may be necessary, for the 
following specific purposes: 

One billion dollars for drainage of overflowed 
and swamp lands, thus reclaiming an area equal 
to 100,000 square miles. 

One billion dollars for the reclamation by ir- 
rigation of 40,000,000 acres of arid and semi- 
arid lands, now parthy or wholly waste. 

One billion dollars to construct and improve 
deep waterways to develop thousands of miles 
ef territory now without adequate trauspor- 
tation facilities. 

One billion dollars fer goed roads and na- 
tional highways, for the lack of which the loss 
to the farm area of the United States is ap- 
proximately §500,000,000 annually, 

One billion dollars for forest protection, re- 
forestation, and conservation of the forest re- 
sources, thus assuring timber aad lumber sup- 
plies for centuries to come. 


Congress Net Asked for a Penny. 

* Five billion dollars is an enormous sum, 
but it is no more than is actually required 
to carry ot the gigantic scheme in develop- 
ing millions of acres of lands in various 
parts of the United States now abselutely 
worthiess,”’ said Mr. Hooker in explaining 
the plan. ‘* Congress will not be asked (jo 
appropriate a penny. 

“The maintenance of the greatest water- 
way in the world, composed of the great 
lakes, on which the government of the United 
States has expended more than $90,000,000 
for harbors and connecting channels, pre- 
sents an argument in favor of the seheme 
to develep thousands of miles of territory in 
the Missouri! and other valleys, The other 
projects outlined in the foregoing are of 
equal if not greater importance, and with 
proper backing they can be carried out suc- | 
eessfully, 


Waterways a Good Investment. 

* The construction and improvement of the 
deep waterways requiged to provide better 
and cheaper transportation facilities is, | 
believe, a 100 per cent Investment, from the 
fact that two-thirds of the bulky freight 
could be shipped by water routes, at a cost 
to the shipper of not more than one-sixth 
of the present rail rates. The impertance 
of this becomes apparent when it is re- 
membered that the food question is becoming 
a world probiem. 

‘Government figures bear out the state- 
ment that there is enough geod land over- 
flowed in Minnesota, Wisconsin, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Louisiana, Kentucky, Tennessee 
and Mississippi to make an area as large 
as the state of Missouri, or more than 44.- 
000,000 acres, while in the eastern, central, 
and western states there is more than as 
much more, or about 100,°.,000 acres in 
all.

Billy 
Van Sleet, the pilot, called for tissue paper 
to test the direction of the rise and fall. Mrs. 
Burnham had in her traveling bag a package 
ef papier poudrie, an imported preparation 
of face powder on thin paper, and Van Sleet 
eagerly seized upon this to make the tests. 

The party had searcely been up an hour 
when the best of the two electric flash lamps 
carried by the aeronauts became exhausted, 
and it was only by the dim flash of the other 
that the altitude could be aseertained. 

At 3 o'clock the brida] couple, who had 
been seated In the bottom of the car for an 
hour, decided to enjoy their first honeymoon 
preakfast, which consisted of sandwiches 
and coffee, and a little wine of the vintage 
of 1787. About 4 o'clock Van Sleet saw the 
Blue Hill observatory and Boston bay.

Pastor Hopkins Tells of the Work

Bishop Samuel Fallows, in his sermon in 
St. Paul’s Reformed Episcopal church yes- 
terday on “The Rave for Life,”” drew 6 
lesson from the automobile races of Friday 
and Saturday. 

“It would be useless, were one so dis- 
posed,”’ he said, ‘‘to declaim against the 
trials of speed just witnessed by the vast 
multitude in our neighboring state. Asa 
people we love to ‘go.’ When @ boy, 4 copy 
was set for me in my writing book which I 
have never forgotten, ‘A habit of moving 
quickly is another way of gaining time.’ * 

‘We are bound to go faster and faster to 
gain more time. 

“The automobile has come to stay. Its 
evolution has been remarkable. The flerce 
competition among the manufacturers of 
these railless locomotives is developing ma- 
claes of marvelous construction. Strength, 
speed, and safety are sought and are rapidly 
‘secured. The great danger of their use lies 
in reckless driving in our streets and high- 
ways...The measures of the law to prevent 
this cannot be too stern. An eastern judge 
has sent to prison for several years-a chauf- 
feur who killed a boy. He said he would 
recommend hanging in case another person 
came to his death in the same way. 

“*Let your moderation be known to all 
men’ should be ingseribed on every car. The 
commercial, military, and other uses of the 
automobile are endless. We therefore hail 
its advent with joy not untempered, how- 
ever, with a wholesome fear.” 


Wickedness in Big Cities. 

The Rev. Frederick EB. Hopkins in Pi)- 
grim Congregational church discussed an 
article in one of the magazines on ‘“‘ The God- 
lessness of Great Cities,”’ 

“ Those who discuss the so-called failure of 
religion in large cities like New York aad 
Chicago,” he said, “ sometimes overlook the 
responsibility each Individual should fee) to 
make use of opportunities for self-improve- 
ment. It is said of Jesus that in certain 
places ‘ He could do no mighty works.’ Peo- 
ple would not let him. Critics who unkindly 
blame the church should explain how, if 
the miracle working Lord was sometimes 
beaten, his followers should nevertheless 
succeed. : 

“ Our big cities in an intense way illustrate 
American tolerance. Thousands and mil- 
lions of people have come to our country 
with either no correct idea of what liberty 
means or with a determined purpose to Ignore 
and break down every barrier that seems to 
stand in the way of what they want to do. 

“Tf at the outset church and state had 
agreed to work together, as they always 
should, our counfry today would have fewer 
mighty serious problems. But in spite of 
some mistakes the situation, while difficult, 
is by no means hopeless. 


Church and the Settlements. 

** One of the meanest and most underhand- 
ed things a critic can do is to compare ur - 
favorably church and settlemcnt workers 
The fact is there is not a settlement in the 
land of any considerable size that was not 
started by church people. Somepody may 
have proposed the plan, but the church peo- 
ple pay the biggest part of the bills. Thee 
is hardly one of these settlements that would 
live five years if the church should conclude 
to withhold its help. Anybody familiar with 
the subject knows they are usually the arm 
of some church, an indirect and practical 
way of getting at people who for some rea- 
son have a prejudice against retigion. 

“ Altogether too much crédit is sometimes 
given men and women who are doing a uze- 
ful work, but are rather boastful of the fact 
that they have no church affillation. [Ie- 
member, please, that these are sometimes 
rather noisy and self-righteovs if not self- 
conceited. It is going to take a long time 
to cure the evils which various misrepre. 


it to whom it is a necessity.” 


For Freedom in Religion. 

More than 2,600 persons occupied chairs 
under the trees in Maywood.

This was especially true in the gro- 
cery trade, where buyers were calling for 
additional supplies of canned goods and dried 
fruits when they should have been consum- 
ing the fresh products. 

Further progress: was made in the iren and 
steel industry where principal producers 
were: drawing upon capacity ¢loser to the 
normal than at any time in nearly two years, 
and where additional machinery and hands 
were employed. Heavy contracts were 
booked for future delivery, and producers 
had sufficient business in sight to warrant 
expectations of many busy months. 

Soft and hard woods went into consump- 
tion on an increased scale, and a decrease 
in arrivals was followed by a general har- 
dening of values. Farm implements, wire, 
heavy hardware, and power were in wider 
request, and all developments pointed to the 
fact that manufacturers, jobbers, retailers, 
and consumers were ready and willing to ex- 
pend money in making improvements and 
were anticipating future needs. No com- 
plaints of high prices were heard, and there 
were no signs to point to any permanent 
reaction from the present upward tendency 
of prices in nearly all branches of the com- 
mercial and industrial market.

IN COUNCIL THIS EVENING. 


Fight Expected on Telephone Company’s 
Absorption Plan—tTilt Over Bridge 
Closing Hours. 


Two ordinances subject to call may raise 
disturbances in thé meeting of the city 
council this evening. Each has been the 
cause of a committee division, and the oppo- 
sition to neither has quieted down so far that 
it could be called dead or sleeping. : 
The first is the proposed change in the 
bridge closing hours, and the other is the ordi- 
nance compelling at least a year’s delay in 
the consummation of the proposed absorp- 
tion-of the Illinois Tunnel company’s tele- 
phone rights by the Chicago Telephone com- 


pany. 
The bridge rule alteration provides that the 
bridges near the river mouth need remain 
closed to passenger boats only from 5 p. m. 
until 6:30 instead of from 5 to 7 o’clock. 
The matter of delaying action on the ordi- 
nance granting permission to the tunnel 
company to sell out its telephone features 
to the telephone company until next June 
when the revision of the telephone rates will! 
be before the council was opposed in commit- 
tee by Ald. Thomas F. Scully and others; and 
the report that the two companies would 
endeavor to revive the issue in hope of a re- 
versal of opinion has led to predictions that 
at least a warm fight will be made against 
the substitute ordinance on the grounds that 
the delay is unnecessary and a hardship on 
the tunnel company.. 
Chairman Bernard W. Snow of the finance 
committee will ask the approval of the 
council for the withdrawal of $1,700,000 worth

Developments iu Steel | Show That 
Shares Have Lost No Value. 


[NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.) 

NEW YORK, June 20.—{Special. }—Regard- 
ing the movement of prices on the stock 
exchange last week it may be said briefly’ 
that the controlling influences were techni- 
cal. In the distribution of stocks at the top 
prices of the long advance a large volume 
of securities, favorites in speculation, passed 
into relatively weak hands and have been 
finding their way back into stronger hands 
again through the usual medium of reac- 
tionary stock markets. 

It is impossible of course to set the lingjts 
of such reaction, but with constant improve- 
ment in fundamerital factors it is a fair 
assumption that the recessions of from 5 to 7 
points last week in many high class issues 
must have gone far to satisfy the customary 
requirements of a period of distribution. 


‘Shaking Out” Process Advanced. 


The “shaking out” of stocks, as Wall 
street terms it, which was averted in the 
previous week by the intervention of an 
excellent crop report and striking instances 
of improvement in business, particularly in 
steel, was hastened last week by a number 
of matters more or less superficial. Thus 
speculators who explained the remarkable 
rise in stee] shares only by the news that the 
stock was to be’listed on the Paris bourse 
naturally decided the miscarriage of this 
program should clip from steel stocks a sub- 
stantial part of the previous gain. 

Their own selling, coupled with liquidation 
from other quarters for the same and other 
reasons, including alleged disappointment 
over the failure of the Reading directors to 
“do something " for Reading on Wednesday, 
and an absurd “‘ war scare” over the Rus- 
sian torpedo boat incident actually brought 
about declines in steel and other stocks. 


Steel Loses No Value. 


Intrinsically, of course, the steel shares 
are just as valuable today as they were when 
the interrupted negotiations were on and 
all the purposes of the listing on the parquet 
of the bourse may be served as well by trad- 
ing in-another branch of the Paris market, 
known as the Coulisse. where United States 
Rubber and Utah Copper were accepted for 
trading ten daysago.
